Moved by Mr. Libby of Goratn that a committee 
of three be elected by ballot to procure a suitable lot 
and suitably grade the same; also procure plans and 
specifications for and construct forthwith and equip a 
court house in the city of Berlin. 

John B. Gilbert, Berlin, J.C. Hutchins, Stratford, 
and C. T. McNally, Northumberland, were chosen as a 
committee. 

Resolution offered by Mr. Bickford of Berlin : 

RESOLVED, that the sum of $ 35,000 be, and hereby 
is appropriated for the purpose of purchasing a suit- 
able site in the city of Berlin, and erecting thereon a 
county court building in accordance with the provisions 
‘of a law enacted by the legislature of 1905, establish- 
ing a term of the Superior court in said City of Berlin ; 
grading to be included in above resolution ; amount to 
be raised by an issue of bonds of the denomination of 
$500.00 each ; these bonds to bear interest payable 
semi-annually, not to exceed 4% per annum, first 
$ 5,000.00 due in 1910, and $5,000.00 every year 
thereafter until paid. 

Approved. 

Moved by Mr. Lane of Lancaster that the County 
Commissioners be authorized and directed to raise and 
pay over to the building committee elected to procure 
a lot and erect and equip a court house in Berlin, or 
upon their order, the sum of $35,000 in such sums and 
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at such times as said committee shall call for it. 

Approved. 

Moved, by Mr. Bickford of Berlin, that the county 
commissioners be authorized and directed to pay out 
of the funds in the county treasury, not otherwise ap- 
propriated, a reasonable compensation and the ex- 
penses of the building committee appointed to procure 
a lot and erect a court house at Berlin. 

Approved. 

Resolution offered by Mr. Lane of Lancaster. 

Resolved, that a sum not exceeding $2,000, be, and 
the same is hereby appropriated by this convention for 
the purpose of indexing the records of the Registry of 
Deeds for Coos county according to some approved 
anodern system,so much thereof to be used as may be ne- 
cessarytor said purpose; and that said sum be expended 
under the direction of a committee composed of D. 
Eugene Rowell, register of deeds for said county,Gershon 
P. Bickford of Berlin and Merrill Shurtleff of Lancaster, 
which committee shall have authority to determine 
upon the system to be employed, and to make all neces- 
sary arrangements for carrying said indexing into ef- 
fect ; the actual work shall be under the supervision of 
said D. Kugene Rowell, who shall receive a sum not to 
exceed $35.00 per day for actual time expended for super- 
vising said work ; and he may employ such capable 
copyists and assistants, and may purchase such books 
and materials as may be necessary for the proper exe- 
ceution of said work. And that the county commis- 
sioners for said county shall audit the accounts of said 
superindendent and shall pay such bills as he may pre- 
sent to them when accompanied with the proper vouch- 
ers, but in no case shall said county commissioners pay 
the said superintendent morethanthesum actually re- 
ceived by the persons performing the work in addition 
to said superintendent’s compensation. ©

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Moved by Mr. Libby of Gorham that the county 
commissioners be hereby authorized to make such con- 
veyance of the roads in unorganized towns to the State 
of New Hampshire as may be required to comply with 
the requirements of thelaw of 1905, making them state 
roads, and make such surveys as may be necessary to 
carry out this vote.

Moved by Mr. Libby of Gorham that the county 
raise thesum of $35,000 for each of the vears 1905 and 
1906, and that the county commissioners be authorized 
to make the necessary repairs on the court house at Lan- 
caster,on the court house at Colebrook and the county 
buildings at Stewartstown ;that they be instructed to ex- 
amine the question of an adequate supply of water for 
fire protection and domestic use at the county farm,and 
put in such water system as they may deem advisable, 
and that the expenses of said repairs and water system 
be paid from the money on hand, and that said repairs 
Shall include the building of a new laundry at the county | 
farm.

A meeting of the County Delegation was called by 
the County Commissioners to be held at the Court 
House, Lancaster, N. H., Aug. 11, 1905, at 10 o’clock 
A. M. for the purpose of increasing the appropriation 
for building a Court House in Berlin, N. H. 

The meeting was called to order by A. B. Forbush, 
Chairman of the Board of County Commissioners, who 
then turned the meeting over to the convention. 

Chairman of the Convention, Thomas E. Lemieux of 
Berlin, took the chair. Charles T. McNally of Northum- 
berland, chairman of the building committee, explained 
what had been done in the way of plans, bids and pur- 
chase of lot, ete. John B. Gilbert of Berlin, one of the 
building committee, fully explained the plan to the dele- 
gation. 

Edward ©. Gilbert of Berlin moved that the conven- 
tion make an additional appropriation of eight thou- 
sand dollars to carry out plans and specifications of 
the building committee. The motion was received with- 
out action. 

Mr. Libby of Gorham moved that the convention 
adjourn until three weeks from date, at the same time 
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and place; ona yeaand nay vote the motion to adjourn 
was declared lost. Mr. Libby called for a division which 
resulted in a vote of 11 to 10 in favor of the motion, 
and the meeting adjourned.

Lancaster, N. H., Sept. 1, 1905. 

Meeting called to order by Thomas Kk. Lemieux, 
minutes of last meeting read and approved. 

C.T. MeNally was called to explain the situation. Gil- 
bert of Berlin explained the purchase of the lot. J.C. 
Hutchins explained further the purchase of the lot. Goss 
oi Berlin spoke in defense of Berlin, and said that he 
was authorized to say that the City of Berlin will 
donate by subscription if necessary five thousand doll- 
ars. 

I. W. Drew of Lancaster favored the increased 
appropriation. KE. O. Gilbert of Berlin moved that the 
convention appropriate the sum of eight thousand doll- 
ars in addition to the amount already raised to com- 
plete the Court House at Berlin, N. H., according to 
plans and specifications of building committee. Motion 
prevailed. Mr. Bickford of Berlin offered the following 
resolution which was adopted: Resolved that the 
County Commissioners be instructed to raise by notes: 
of the County of Coos or otherwise, the sum of eight: 
thousand dollars, and that the same be turned over to 
C.'T. MeNally, John B. Gilbert and J. C. Hutchins, the 
committee appointed to build the Court House at Ber- 
hn, in addition to the sum already appropriated. 

On motion of Gilbert of Berlin the convention ad- 
journed without day. G. kK. LANE, Clerk.

To the Citizens of Coos County: 


In accordance with the requirements of the Public 
Statutes of the State of New Hampshire, the commis- 
sioners of Coos county herewith submit the following 
report of their business transactions for the year ending 
December 31, 1905, together with the reports of the 
several other county officials: 

The cash assets of the county at the close of the 
year were as follows,

The above has $1950.45 liabilities included that 
the Treasurer does not report, being outstanding 
commissioners’ orders. 

The county delegation in February, 1905, inspected 
all the property owned by the county, and gave the 
cominissioners authority to make repairs and im- 
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provements upon all the county buildings, including 
the court houses at Lancaster and Colebrook, to erect 
and equip a new laundry and boiler house at the County 
Farm, repair the horse barn and make necessary re- 
pairs to the alms farm buildings, and to construct an 
aqueduct system sufficient for fire protection to the 
County Farm property. It has been impossible to do 
but a part of all this during the past season, but by the 
end of the coming year we hope to be able to report the 
work completed and all the property put in first-class 
condition. 

The following, under the several headings will show 
just what has been done and amounts expended : 

LANCASTER COURT HOUSE. 

The building has been renovated throughout, kal- 
somined and varnished, hnoleum carpets laid in court 
room, judges and attorneys’ room, and office of the 
Clerk of Court. The old unsanitary plumbing has been 
removed from the basement and up to date work in- 
stalled. The basement floor has been concreted. There 
is little left to be done. The cost has been $1355.32. 

COLEBROOK COURT HOUSE. 

This old building has, for many years, been a dis- 
credit to our County, and it is impossible to get from it 
just what is needed, but it has been put in thorough 
repair, replastered, painted throughout, a water closet 
added, old carpets removed and linoleum carpets laid 
as in the other court building, some new fixtures pur- 
chased. and it presents a very creditable appearance. 
The coming year it should be painted on the outside. 
Total expense of this property to date has been 
$889.82. 

NEW LAUNDRY AND BOILER HOUSE. 

A new laundry building has been erected over the 
boiler at the County Farm, and equipped with sufficient 
apparatus for the present at about one-half the sum 
estimated by the county delegation. The basement 
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floor is concrete, the walls brick and stone, and the floor 
over the boiler concrete five inches thick, making a 
thoroughly fireproof boiler room. The building is 
28x82 feet, and occupied on second floor as a laundry, 
in which steam wash tubs and a steam drying chest has 
been installed. The laundry accommodations are suf- 
ficient foras many inmates as will probably ever be 
kept on the farm. The total cost for this has been 
$2584.10. 
HORSE BARN. 

The old horse barn has been rebuilt, new timbers 
replacing the decayed and unsafe ones, new stone and 
brick foundation, with basement with cement floor for 
manure and pig pens, nine horse stalls built on first 
floor, with carriage, harness room and granary. The 
new barn has been ventilated, but still needs an exten- 
sion of the system. Many other minor repairs have 
been made through the County Farm buildings, and the 
above is included in the item for repairs to County Farm 
buildings of $2105.72. 

The Board are endeavoring to carry on this work of 
bringing up the whole county property to a standard 
that will compare with any other county in New Hamp- 
shire, in an economical way, and at a time when we can 
afford to do it, and in a manner that willnot be burden- 
some. There are many things still needed at the farm 
in the way of repairs that will contribute to the econom- 
cal as well as convenient management of the property. 

WATER SYSTEM AT COUNTY FARM. 

The commissioners have been instructed to put in 
this svstem, and contemplate this work in the early. 
spring. A good stream of water has been located upon 
the farm property, with sufficient head to give the nec- 
essary pressure and supply. 

HOUSE OF CORRECTION. 

At the present time we have but five prisoners, and 
they are doing farm work and cutting fuel. There has 
been a large falling off from the numbers sent us. 
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CHILDREN SUPPORTED OUTSIDE. 

This account is substantially the same as the previ- 
ous vear. As many of the children have been placed in 
permanent homes as possible, but they are coming to 
us all the time. This account will increase somewhat. 

LANCASTER JAIL. 

This property is in good condition, and although it 
will need repairs occasionally, it can be made to serve 
its purpose for some years to come. 

COUNTY ROADS. 

This is undoubtedly the last time this item will ap- 
pear in a Coos County Report, as we have transferred, 
by quitclaim deed to the state of New Hampshire all 
our interest in them as a county, and the amount re 
ported, $366.00 was for breaking them open in the win- 
ter previous to the transfer. | 

BERLIN COURT HOUSE. 

The county convention appointed a special com- 
mittee to purchase land and erect a court house at 
Berlin, and instructed the county commissioners to 
bond the county to the sum of $35,000 and turn the 
money over to the committee as they called for it. This 
we have done, and the sum of $12,580.00 has been 
paid upon their orders, $5000.00 of which was the 
purchase price of the lot. We have no report from 
them and have put the lot into our real estate inven- 
tory at purchase price and improvements upon same 
as giveii us by the cominittee. 

REINDEXING. 

The county convention appointed a special com- 
mittee to expend $3000.00 reindexing the records in 
the office of the Register of Deeds. We pay the monthly 
pay-roll upon the order of the superintendent, and are 
not in any way responsible for the work. We are of the 
opinion, however, that it is being done in a thorough 
and up-to-date manner, The work for the yearamounts 
to $1084.24.

COUNTY FARM. 

The County Farm continues under themanagement 
of KE. C. Fuller and wife, whom we consider competent 
in every way. The land is in a good state of cultiva- 
tion, as our produce sheet will show. The inmates are 
mostly old people, and incapacitated from performing 
much labor, and are made as comfortable as possible. 
The number cared tor has decreased somewhat during 
the year past, In computing the cost per month of 
boarding inmates, we have added the insurance and 
taxes on farm property. showing actual cost outside ot 
interest on investment. 

OUTSIDE AID IN TOWNS. 

The amount of aid rendered county poor in towns 
‘shows somewhat larger than the previous year, owing 
in a large measure to the establishment of three terms 
of court, making our settlement with towns at the 
December term nearer the end of the vear than before, 
and cleaning up the pauper bills in most of the towns 
in the county to December, instead of October as hereto- 
fore, and we are consequently reporting about two 
months more expenses than in 1904. We are of the 
opinion that the account cannot be decreased with- 
out injustice to those who are unable to care for them- 
selves, and dependent families. 

CONCLUSION. 

Our county taxes assessed are $10,000.00 less than 
for several years, and our financial condition is such as 
we believe will warrant a still lower tax for 1907-08. 
The greater part of cash reported has been received 
from taxes within the past thirty days, and represents 
the working capital for the coming year’s business. 
The draft upon the treasurer for the coming eleven 
months wil undoubtedly wipe it out, and the December 

1906 taxes will start us out another vear with a: good 
balance. 


The convention avieoneed the commissioners to 
raise the extra $8000 for the Berlin court house upon 
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notes of the county, but at present we believe we shall 
be able to take it from funds already on hand instead 
of borrowing, and this will occur during the coming 
year. The balance of the Berlin court house funds is 
upon interest in Boston, and is included in the cash _re- 
ported by the treasurer. The county is in good finan- 
cial condition. We are practically out of debt, and are 
growing steadily. Our report is somewhat longer than 
in previous years, as the business is increasing. 

In conclusion, the Board desires to extend thanks 
to all county officials and persons who have assisted 
them in various ways in the discharge of their duties, 
and particularly to the selectmen and overseers of the 
poor of towns for their promptness in matters pertain- 
ing to the care of paupers, and request for the coming 
year the same interest to be shown in the work. Every 
case should be investigated thoroughly and if the county 
is liable some one of the commissioners must be noti- 
fied. Nopoor person must suffer for necessities, but the 
work isto be done in a business way and in all cases the 
commissioners be given an opportunity to direct the 
county work in caring for thosechargeable to the county.
